10.  Brother  Mcintosh  presented  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instruction  of  the  Convention  at  the  last  session, 
the  Board  of  Directors  have  appropriated,  from  the  fund  arising  from 
the  sale  of  the  Baptist  house  of  worship  in  Grcen>boro,  the  sum  ol  two 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot,  and  the  erection  thereon  of 
a  house  of  worship,  for  the  colored  Baptists  of  Greensboro  and  vicinity. 
The  deed  to  the  property  was  taken  in  the  name  of  the  Convention. 
As  this  has  given  rise  to  much  dissatisfaction  among  them,  we  respect- 
fully recommend  that  the  Convention  order  a  transfer  of  the  dend  to 
said  colored  Baptists,  or  such  persons  as  they  may  designate. 
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lTp°n  receiving  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our  venerated  brother, 
the  Kev.  Dr.  R.  Manly,  believing  that  wo  would  be  carrying  out  the 
wishes  of  this  body,  wo  proposed  to  have  delivered  during  this  session 
of  the  Convention,  a  Memorial  Sermon  of  that  wise  and  good  man,  and 
have  requested  the  ltev.  Samuel  Henderson  to  perform  that  grateful

The  matter  of  the  Greensboro  church  property,  mentioned  in  the  re- 
port, was  referred  to  ft  committee  consisting  of  brethren  Haralson,  Sut- 
tlo  and  Melcher.  The  remainder  of  the  report  was  adopted,  and  the 
hour  of  11  o'clock  on  Sunday  was  fixed  for  the  delivery  of  the  sermon 
in  memory  of  Dr.  Basil  Manly,  Sr. 

11.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Howard  College  was  read,  and  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education.     It  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

Sinco  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  some  important  changes 
have  been  made  in  this  Institution.  At  the  close  of  the  session  of 
18C8-0,  President  Thornton  resigned  the  position  to  which  he  had  been 
called,  and  which  for  the  time  he  filled  creditably  to  himself  and  the 
College,  preferring  to  confine  his  labors  to  those  departments  of  learn- 
ing for  which  ho  is  eminently  qualified,  and  which  are  more  in  accord 
with  his  tastes.  For  this  important  and  responsible  trust,  tho  Hoard  of 
Trustees,  with  flittering  unanimity,  selected  the  Rev.  S.  R.  Freeman,  a 
graduate  of  the  College,  and  a  gentleman  distinguished  for  his  practical 
wisdom,  and  sound  scholarly  and  theological  attainments.  The  selec- 
tion has  met  with  general  approval  from  the  denomination  and  the  pub- 
lic.    The  following  gentlemen  compose  the  Faculty  : 

S.  It.  Freeman,  President,  and  Professor  of  Moral  and  Mental  Sciences 
and  Political  Economy  ;  E.  Q.  Thornton,  Professor  of  Natural  Philos- 
ophy, Chemistry,  Natural  History  and  Modern  Languages;  1.  U.  Dill, 
Professor  of  Latin  and  Greek  Languages  and  Literature  ;  John  II. 
Jones,  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy  ;  1.  B.  Vaiden,  Pro- 
fessor and  Principal  of  Preparatory   Department. 

More  competent  instructors  are  not  to  be  found  in  any  institution  in 
the  country. 

It  will  bo  noticed  that  Prof.  A.  II.  Goodhue,  who  has  been  identified 
with  the  past  history  of  tho  College,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  present 
Faculty.  It  is  duo  to  him  that  the  Hoard  acknowledge  his  valuable  ser- 
vices, and  express  their  appreciation  of  him  as  ft  faithful,  eflicient,  and 
successful  instructor. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classical  and  scientific  course,  the  theologi- 
cal  feature  of  tho  College  is  restored;  instruction  in  that  department 
bein^  a  part  of  President  Freeman's  duties.  There  ftre  now  five  young 
brethren  in  College  taking  ft  course  preparatory  to  entering  the  minis- 
try, with  the  prospect  of  others.  To  this  we  would  call  the  special  at- 
tention of  the  Convention  and  the  Churches,  that  young  men  looking  to 
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the  ministry  may  be  encouraged,  and  that  provision  may  be  made  to 
aid  such  as  have  not  the  means  of  prosecuting  their  studies. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  has  already  been  largely  in- 
creased, having  registered  149,  with  several  upon  the  ground  who  have 
not  yet  formally  entered. 

For  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  College  we  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  last  year,  there  having  been  no  material  change.  The  present 
condition  is  embarrassing.  As  heretofore  made  known  to  the  Conven- 
tion, most  of  the  endowment  ha;  been  certainly  lost.  To  the  earnest 
appeals  of  the  Board  to  those  indebted  to  the  College,  who  have  the 
means  of  paying  a  part,  if  not  the  whole  of  their  indebtedness,  to  agree 
upon  some  compromise  that  wodd  be  just  to  themselves  nnd  to  the 
College,  but  few  responses  have  been  made.  In  a  few  cises,  generally 
such  as  would  soon  become  void  without  some  action  of  the  Hoard, 
suits  have  been  reluctantly  commenced.  The  Hoard  are  still  ready  to 
compromise  these  claims  upon  the  most  equitable  terms.  There  are 
debts  due  by  the  College  as  well  as  to  it,  and  these  must  bo  provided 
for,  if  we  would  preserve  it. 

Without  an  endowment,  at  the  preserit  rates  of  tuition,  the  College 
cannot  be  made  self  sustaining,  and  the  impoverished  condition  of  the 
country  will  not,  in  our  opinion,  justify  for  the  present,  higher  rates. 
Another  instructor  is  now  required,  and  should  the  usual  ratio  of  in- 
crease prevail  during  the  session,  still  additional  force  will  be  needed. 
Students  preparing  for  the  ministry  pay  no  tuition.  Some  Halm  and 
receive  the'benefitof  scholarships.  The  income,  therefore,  arising  from 
tuition,  is  insufficient  to  meet  expenses  absolutely  necessary.  Could  the 
President's  salary  be  secured  independent  of  the  tuition,  allowing  that 
to  bo  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  Professors,  we  believe  that 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  sustaining  the.  College  with  credit  to  the 
denomination.  This  can  be  done  only  by  voluntary  contribution,  and 
we  therefore  recommend  to  the  Convention,  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  bo 
raised,  in  such  way  as  the  Convention  may  think  best  for  this  object. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  grateful  Acknowledgment  of 
the  kind  providence  of  the  God  of  [leaven  in  preserving  this  Institution 
through  the  severe  trials  it  has  encountered,  and  humbly  invoking  his 
continued  protection  in  the  future,  that  its  blessings  may  be  perpetua- 
ted to  the  end  of  time.

The  Convention  was  opened 'with  prayer  by  brother  Josephus  Shack- 
elford. 

14.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read,  and  the  list  of  Del- 
egates ar»d  Correspondents  was  completed.  Rev.  G.  W.  Potter,  mis- 
sionary in  Cherokee  Association,  and  Rev.  II.  T.  Spalding,  of  Gadsden 
Church,  were  recognized  as  visitors  and  invited  to  seats. 

16.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Judson  Female  Institute  was  read, 
end  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education.     It  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  JUDSON  FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

It  is  with  a  gruteful  sense  of  our  obligations  to  our  Heavenly  Father, 
that  we  are  privileged  to  report  to  the  Convention  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  Institute.  Since  your  last  annual  convocation,  a  happy 
change  has  come  over  our  lately  stricken  land,  and  the  quickening  influ- 
ence of  returning  financial  prosperity  has  been  felt,  in  the  increase  of 
our  numbers,  and  the  general  improvement  of  our  n (lairs. 

The  registry  of  the  Institute,  during  tho  scholastic  year  ending  July 
2d,  1860,  exhibited  an  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils.  The 
health  of  the  young  ladies  was  excellent,  not  a  single  disease  of  a  seri- 
ous character  having  occurred.  Tho  proficiency  of  the  classes  was  cred- 
itable. The  public  exercises  of  Commencement — the  31st  in  the  series 
— attended  by  an  unusually  largo  concourse  of  visitors,  fully  met  the 
expectations  of  our  friends,  and  sustained  the  high  reputation  of  the  In- 
stitute. Eighteen  graduates  ree»ived  diplomas — fifteen  of  the  Senior 
Cla**,  in  the  first  degree,  and  three  Excelsiors,  in  the  second  degree. 
These  will  add  lustre  to  ihe  distinguished  circle  of  Alumniu,  whom  the 
Institute  cherishes  as  its  jewels.     Tho  examinations  were  thorough,  im- 

Eartial  and  highly  satisfactory.     The  exhibition  of  the  department  of 
me  Art*  attracted  much  attention  and  applause,  and  has,  perhaps,  never 
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been  equaled  in  the  State.  Tlio  musical  entertainments  gave  delight  to 
crowded  audiences,  and  were  pronounced  not  inferior  to  the  best  concerts 
our  celebrated  department  has  ever  given.  We  but  express  the  unani- 
inou9  sentiment  of  fair  and  competent  judges,  when  wo  render  this  trib- 
ute to  the  merits  of  our  school.  It  is  the  unfaltering  purpose  of  the 
Trustees  and  President  of  the  Institute,  to  maintain  an  unrivaled  stand- 
ard of  education,  to  place  the  Judson  on  a  still  higher  plane  of  useful* 
ness,  to  make  it  more  worthy  <>f  public  confidence,  and  to  enhance  its 
title  to  be  called  the  pride  of  the  Baptist  denomination.  The  long  ex- 
perience, and  large  patronage  the  Institute  has  enjoyed,  enables  it  to 
offer  advantages  possessed  by  few  schools  in  the  whole  country,  and 
this  enviable  character  we  are,  wiih  the  continued  blessing  of  (iod,  de- 
termined to  sustain  and  advance. 

The  session  now  in  progress  was  opened  October  4th,  with  an  encour- 
aging patronage.  Already  (Nov.  10th,)  one  hundred  and  sixty-live 
names  have  been  catalogued,  which  is  an  increase  of  more  than  f>0  per 
centum,  over  the  number  registered  at  tho  corresponding  period  of  the 
preceding  session.  The  Board  of  Instruction  and  Government,  consists 
of  thirteen  officers  of  unsurpassed  ability.  The  President,  IJev.  A.J. 
Battle,  is  supported  by  such  Professors  as  A.  B.  Goodhue,  E.  Q.  Thorn- 
ton and  T.  A.  Wurm,  and  a  corps  of  ladies  of  the  finest  accomplish- 
ments, several  being  graduates  of  the  Institute.  The  [Tome,  Depart- 
ment continues  in  charge  of  our  excellent  brother,  David  II.  Lide,  as- 
sisted by  his  lady  and  Mrs.  Pattoti,  as  Matron.  Mrs.  Daniel  still  pre- 
sides ns  Governess. 

With  the  support  which  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  can  give  to  this,  the 
school  of  the  Convention,  it  may,  in  a  very  short  time,  become  the  rival, 
in  numbers,  appointments  and  influence,  of  the  munificently  endowed 
Vassar  College,  of  New  York.  PORTER  KING,

10.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  was  read ;  and  on 
motion,  it  was  made  the  special  order  for  7  o'clock,  this  night;  and  breth- 
ren Freeman  and  Tichenor  were  especially  requested  to  address  the 
Convention,  in  reference  to  Howard  College,  and  other  matters  contained 
in  the  report.     . 

17.  The  hour  for  devotional  exercises  having  arrived,  brother  Lundy 
conducted  the  services  for  half  an  hour. 

IN.  On  motion  of  brother  Battle,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  re- 
vise the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Convention,  and  to  report 
during  the  present  session.  The  Committee  appointed  were  brethren 
Battle,  Haralson  and  Tichenor. 

19.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  remaining  officers  of  tho  Con- 
vention, were  ordered  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  How- 
ard College. 

90.  The  Committee  on  Temperance  reported  ;  and  the  report  was 
laid  on  the  table. 
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21.  Tho  Committee  on  the  Greensboro  Church  property  reported. 
During  the  consideration  of  this  subject,  the  hour  for  tho  special  order 
arrived,  when  Rev.  Dr.  Basil  Manly  addressed  the  Convention,  giving 
an  account  of  the  origin,  plan  of  operation  and  immediate  wants  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  at  Greenville,  S.  C.  Tho  sum 
of  $-0."),  in  citsh,  for  meeting  expenses  of  students  in  tho  Seminary,  and 
one  bond  of  $125,  payable,  in  five  annual  instalments,  were  contributed 
by  various  persons. 

The  Convention  then  took  recess,  after  prayer  by  brother  IT.  T.  Spald- 
ing, till  1$  o'clock,  r.  m.

The  business  was  resumed  with  prayer  by  brother  J,  II.  It.  Carden. 

22.  The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Greens- 
boro Church  property  being  in  order,  the  report  was  amended  and 
adopted  as  follows : 

GREENSBORO  CTIl'liCII   PROPERTY. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Report  of  tho 
Board  of  Directors  upon  the  subject  of  making  a  transfer  to  the  colored 
Baptist  Church  in  Greensboro,  Hale  county,  Alabama,  of  the  titles  to  a 
certain  lot  of  land  in  that  town,  recently  executed  to  the  Convention, 
beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  had  tho  same  under  consideration,  and  recommend 
that  the  President  of  the  Convention  bo  authorized  and  empowered, 
and  that  he  is  hereby  instructed,  to  make  a  deed  to  the  aforesaid  prop- 
erty, to  Trustees  to  be  selected  by  the  colored  Baptist  Church  at  Greens- 
buro,  Hale  county,  Ala.

REPORT  ON  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

The  question  is  pertinent  to  the  times,  what  is  to  be  t,he  future  moral 
condition  and  destiny  of  our  land?  He  is  a  superficial  observer  of 
passing  events,  who  does  not  discern  the  dangers  lurking  in  ambush  and 
threatening  the  vitality  of  spiritual  religion,  upon  tho  very  fields  which 
the  friends  of  Jesus  considered  won  to  Christianity,  lie  is  a  careless 
reader  of  the  "signs  of  the  times,"  whose  heart  has  not  been  staitled 
by  the  painful  presentiment,  that  our  country  is  yet  to  be  the  battlefield 
of  the  world  for  Christ  or  Belial ;  and  that  where  our  fathers  reared  their 
rude  altars  in  the  shades  of  the  forests  and  by  the  watchlires  of  the 
savage,  our  children  shall  witness  the  grandest  stru^les  and  the  sub- 
limest  victories  of  faith  in  modem  times,  or  the  removal,  as  from  the 
ancient  churches  of  Asia,  of  the  candlesticks  out  of  their  places.  The 
enemies  of  the  cross  are  never  still,  nor  does  the  light  of  history  reveal 
a  time  when  they  were  more  active  than  the  present.  The  effects  of  tho 
demoralization  incident  to  war,  are  too  apparent  to  bo  of  doubtful 
existence. 

Lost  fortunes  and  slain  battalions  of  the  strong  and  hopeful,  are  not 
all  over  which  humanity  weeps.  The  absence  of  that  delicate  sense  of 
virtue  which  shrinks  from  contact  with  vice,  loose  views  of  moral  char- 
acter and  conduct,  intemperance  and  skepticism,  are  the  melancholy  dc- 
velopments  in  the  train  of  evils  that  sweep  over  the  land,  terrible  as  the 
tornado  and  almost  as  irresistible.  Romanism,  in' the  thin  disguise  of 
Ritualism,  insensibly  sapping  what  there  is  of  spiritual  life  wherever  the 
baleful  influence  Comes,  brazenly  flaunting  her  banner  from  every  citadel 
of  her  strength,  is  boasting  of  her  power,  and  pressing  her  encroach- 
ments upon  the  truth  wherever  she  can  find  a  place  to  stand  upon,  or  a 
heart  to  be  betrayod  by  her  arrogance  and  her  sorceries. 

To  meet  these  enemies,  we  have  only  tho  gospel ;  but  it  is  the  "glori- 
ous gospel  of  the  blessed  God,"  and  mighty  through  God  t<>  the  •'  pull- 
ing down  of  strongholds."  "Christ  crucified  is  the  power  of  God  and 
the  wisdom  of  God"  unto  salvation  to  them  that  believe.  Tho  preached 
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word  is  Cod's  instrumentality  to  roach  the  heart  and  to  save  the  soul — 
simple  but  potent, — the  only  conservator  of  the  spirituality  of  the 
Christian  religion.  To  accomplish  this  divine  mission,  the  gospel  must 
reach  the  masses  of  mankind;  to  reach  them,  the  living  preacher  must 
be  »ent  with  the  blessed  accompaniments,  the  Sabbath  School,  the  tract 
anil  religious  journal.  The  strongest  barrier  wo  can  raise  against  the 
advanci  tig  hosts  of  darkness1,  is  the  "truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,"  firmly 
maintained, and,  with  an  unfaltering  faith  In  its  power,  earnestly  pro- 
claimed. The  only  weapon  for  defense  or  aggression  is  "the  sword  of 
the  Spirit,"  and  by  every  motive  that  love  to  Christ  inspires,  wo  are 
urged  to  grasp  it,  and  pros  the  controversy  to  its  final  issue.  "  Begin* 
ning  at  Jerusalem,"  reads  the  great  commission.  Our  country  is  our 
Jerusalem.  Here  arc  sacrifices  to  1)0  made,  and  hardness  to  be  endured, 
and  harvests  to  be  gathered,  and  victories  to  bo  won  for  Jesus.  Shall 
wo  accept  the  trust,  perform  the  work,  and  "fait  for  our  reward]  There 
can  be  but  one  reply  from  every  consecrated  heart,  [jet  that  reply  take 
the  shape  of  a  purpose  in  the  strength  that  God  shall  give,  to  do  what 
we  can  that  "  the  poor"  may  "  have  tho  gospel  preached  unto  them." 

And  to  this  end  let  it  be 

Rexnlvd,  That  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  shall  be  sustained.

Brother  S.  C.  Ilearn  stated  that  #lf>0  had  boon  sentby  him  from 
Liberty  Association  for  Domestic  Missions  in  tho  State  of  Alabama, 
and  asked  what  he  should  do  with  tho  money.  He  was,  on  motion, 
authorized  to  pHy  it  to  the  Finance  Committee.  . 

30.  '1  ho  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  read  a  Report,  which  was,  after 
some  remarks  by  various  brethren,  recommitted  for  further  considera- 
tion ;  and  brethren  Boykin,  Brewer  and  Teague,  were  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee. 

31.  On  motion  of  brother  Mcintosh,  the  hour  of  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  on 
Monday,  was  appointed  to  consider  the  Report  on  Sabbath  Schools;  and 
Dr.  T.  C.  Teasdale,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Sunday  School  Board 
of  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  was  invited  to  address  the  Convention 
at  that  titno.  • 

Adjourned  with  prayer  by  brother  J.  A.  Collins. 
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Saturday,  7  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  Convention  met  and    was   opened    with   prayer  by  Dr.  Basil 
Manly. 

32.  The  Report  on  Education  was  again  read,  and  addresses  were 
made  by  brethren  Freeman,  Tichenor.  MhII,  Boy  kin,  and  Sumner,  in 
connection  with  which  (1,164  80  were  subscribed,  payable  the  1st  of 
July  next,  for  tha  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Report,  which  is  as 
follows: 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  question  is  becoming  a  mooted  one,  in  various  quarters,  whether 
education  and  religion  shall  be  allied  or  divided.  In  Prussia,  popular 
education  is  provided  for  by  taxation,  and  attendance  on  the  piiltlio 
schools  made  compulsory.  The  Prussian  system  has  its  advocates  in 
this  country.  This  is  not  the  time  or  place,  perhaps,  to  canvass  the 
compulsory  system,  but  the  question  of  divorcing  religion  and  educa- 
tion, may  fairly  be  regarded  as  one  coming,  in  some  sort,  before  the 
friends  of  education  everywhere.  The  propriety  of  a  union  of  mental 
and  moral,  and  religious  training,  until  the  last  lil'ty  years,  was  univer- 
sally supposed  to  be  settled  in  :he  affirmative.  Almost  all  our  Ameri- 
can Colleges  had  a  religious  origin.  But,  at  present,  a  change  is  taking 
place  in  popular  opinion,  upon  such  subjects.  The  office  of  preacher  to 
the  University  has  been  abolished  in  Harvard  College,  and  the  expediency 
of  discontinuing  prayers  is  under  advisement;  while  the  Bible  and 
prayers  have  both  been 'excluded  from  the  public  schools  in  Illinois. 
The  last,  Legislature  of  New  York,  made  a  large,  appropriation  to  the 
Romish  schools  in  that  State,  under  the  provisions  of  a  law  only  in 
semblance  impartial,  to  quiet  a  twenty  years'  clamor  against  the  use  of 
King  James'  version  of  the  Scriptures,  alleged  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  to  be  sectarian. 

The  question  is  fairly  before  us,  therefore,  whether,  as  a  denomination, 
we  shall  maintain  Christian  schools.  Our  fathers  have  thought  it  was 
our  bounden  duty.  With  this  idea  were  founded  the  Judsnn  Female 
Institute,  the.  Howard  College,  the  East  Alabama  Female  College,  the 
LaFayette  Female  College,  and,  more  recently ,<h«  Alabama  Central  Fo- 
male  College,  at  Tuskaloosa;  the  two  fir  steamed  institutions  under  the  aus- 
pices of  this  Convention.  Are  we  convinced  of  the  wisdom  of  our  fathers 
in  this  matter?  If  so,  what  do  we  propose  in  the  future  to  do?  Shall- 
we  not  practicall v  agree  with  our  predecessors,  and  while  maintaining, 
these  and  other  Christian  schools,  secure  to  our  posterity  the  incidental 
improvement  and  progress  of  our  denomination,  as  representing  what 
we  conceive  to  bo  the  purest  form  of  religious  development?  N»igh 
boring  States  are  getting  in  advance  of  us.  Virginia  has  contributed 
or  obligated  herself  to  contribute,  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the  en- 
dowment of  Richmond  College,  since  the  war,  besides  we  know  not 
how  much  to  the  establishment  and  support  of  other  institution*.  Mis- 
souri has  raised  about  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of  Wil-

liarn  Jewell  College.  The  General  Association  of  Middle  Tennessee 
and  North  Alabama,  is  largely  and  rapidly  increasing  tho  funds  of  Union 
University.  Our  Methodist  brethren  are  maintaining  two  Mule  Col- 
leges in  the  State,  both  of  them,  we  believe,  very  successfully  in  respect 
of  patronnge,  and  one  of  them,  in  respect  of  finances  and  patronage. 
Shall  we  not  emulate  these  noble  examples?  Shall  wo  not  at  least  send 
our  sons  and  daughters  in  yet  larger  numbers  to  the  [Toward  and  tho 
Judson, and  to  all  our  denominational  schools]  Not  a  few  of  them  have 
hitherto  been  sent  out  of  the  State,  to  institutions  in  no  way  superior 
to  those  nt  home — sometimes  to  those  of  other  denominations,  and 
even  to  Roman  Catholic  Convents. 

The  Howard  has  a  Faculty  consisting  of  a  President  and  four  Pro- 
fessors well  Qualified  for  their  posts,  good  buildings,  apparatus  and 
libraries;  is  surrounded  by  as  wholesome  and  reliable  religious  and 
moral  influences  as  any  institution  in  the,  land,  and  is  prepared  to  com- 
pete with  any  College  in  the  country  in  supplying  the  wants  of  all  who 
propose  to  themselves  tho  advantages  of  the  usual  curriculum — a 
course  quite  extensive  enough  for  the  time  and  means  of  most  students, 
likely  to  think  of  tho  higher  education,  Besides,  young  brethren  hav- 
ing the  ministry  in  view,  may,  under  the  tuition  of  tho  able  and  expe- 
rienced President,  pursue  such  a  comprehensive  course  of  theological 
study,  as  shall  fit  them  for  ministerial  work.  We  are  glad  to  record 
the  evidence  of  appreciation  afforded  in  tho  large  number  of  matricu- 
lants and  students,  now  in  attendance  on  the  College. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  say,  that  no  institution  afTords  advantages 
superior  to  those  to  be  found  in  the  time-honored,  and  far-famed  Judson. 
President  Battle's  adapted ness  for  his  position  is  universally  recognized, 
and  with  fifteen  coadjutors,  in  all  the  departments,  nothing  is  left  to  be 
desired.  Among  these  are  the  widely  known  and  long-tried  Professors 
Wurm,  Gnodbue,  Thornton,  and  the  accomplished  artistes,  Miss  Julia 
Spear,  and  Miss  Zitella  Cocke.  It  is  indeed  almost  invidious  to  distin- 
guish any  portion  of  the  corps  of  Instruction,  and  wo  base  what  wo  have 
said  in  that  regard  wholly  on  longer  services. 

Tho  Central  Female  College  at  Tuskaloosa,  occupying  the  fine  prop- 
erty once  the  State  House  of  Alabama,  improved  by  a  large  outlay, 
and  leased  fur  ninety-nine  years,  is  under  the  direction  of  two  brethren 
as  associate  principals,  Revs.  J.  II.  Foster  and  Charles  Manly,  whose 
Dames  are  a  guarantee  of  everything  that  could  be  wished. 

The  East  Alabama  Female  College,  originally  costing,  fixtures  and 
all,  over  fifty  thousand  dollars,  we  are  happy  to  learn  has,  through  the 
labors  of  the  indefatigable  President,  llev.  II.  E.  Brooks,  recently 
scoured  nearly  S.'{,000  towards  re-purchasing  the  property  not  long  6ince 
sold  under  a  mortgage,  and  that  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  the 
remaining  fc-4,000,  required,  will  speedily  bo  realized;  as  also  that  the 
present  term  opens  most  favorably.  There  is  no  better  locality  fur  an 
institution  of  the  kind,  in  the  Stato  or  the  South. 

The  institution  at  Layfayette,  has  generally  enjoyed  a  good  patronage, 
and  might,  in  it3  favorable  locality,  be  maintained  at  a  high  point. 
There  is  also  a  Baptist  School  at  Moulton. 
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Whether  the  time  has  come  or  not,  to  put  on  foot  fresh  and  liberal 
plans  for  further  endowing  the  Howard, — the  great  question  next  to  the 
immediate  efforts  to  supply  the  destitution  of  the  gospel  in  the  State 
and  the  South, — is  not  for  us  to  determine.  Your  Committee  feel  deeply 
convinced,  however,  that  it  should  not  lonjj  be  deferred. 

If  such  a  man  as  Dr.  Poindexter,  of  Virginia,  or  Dr.  Rambaut  of 
Missouri,  were  put  into  the  field  as  an  agent,  we  are  sanguine  that  some- 
thing effectual  could  be  done,  at  least  within  a  few  years.  Meantime,  it 
is  expecting  much  to  hope,  that  the  Faculty  of  the  College  will  bo  con-  , 
tent  to  occupy  their  present  position  of  risk  for  many  years.  A  few 
schools,  a  very  few,  have,  for  a  limited  time,  competed  without  endow- 
ment with  their  more  favored  sisters.  This  temporary  success,  it  is 
believed,  has  been  due  to  extraordinary  abilities,  happy  conjunctures, 
and  a  self-denial  rarely  to  be  expected.  Shall  tho  Christian  education 
of  our  children  be  left  to  the  self-denial  and  sacrifices  of  a  few,  whose 
responsibilities  are  no  greater  than  ours?  Or,  shall  we,  with  one  mind 
and  one  heart,  come  to  the  rescue,  and  assure  ourselves,  that  in  one 
regard,  at  least,  we  art  not  living  in  vain  ? 

In  view  of  the  present  necessity  for  an  additional  member  of  the 
Faculty  of  Howard  College,  and  of  providing  for  the  repair  of  tho  build- 
ings and  tho  salary  of  the  President,  as  shown  by  tho  Report  of  tho 
Board  of  Trustees, — 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Report,  pledges  be  taken  of 
the  members  of  this  Convention  and  its  friends,  in  tho  sum  of  *50  each, 
payable  on  the  day  of  the  next  annual  commencement,  until  the  amount 
shall  reach  $3,000,  or  as  nearly  that  amount  as  possible — one  thousand 
dollars  to  be  appropriated  to  repairs,  and  the  remaining  two  thousand 
to  the  payment  of  tho  President's  salary,  or  in  proportion  to  these  sums 
so  far  as  realized.

The  consideration  of  the  Report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  resumed,  and, 
after  $13.55  were  provided  for  purposes  mentioned  in  the  second  reso- 
lution of  the  report,  it  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

While  il  is  evident  that  Baptists  have  not  by  any  means  come  up  to 
the  full  measure  of  their  duty  in  regard  to  the  Sunday  School  work,  yet 
it  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  our  brethren  report  an  increased  interest  on 
the  subjeot  in  many  of  our  Associations;  and  almost  *»very  church,  so 
far  as  we  can  learn,  feels  and  expresses  an  earnest  desire  to  maintain  a 
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successful  school.  But  it  is  not  done.  Wo  are  perhaps  safe  in  saying 
that  Dot  half  of  our  churches  have  Sunday  Schools. 

It  becomes  us,  therefore,  to  give  the  subject  a  raoro  thoughtful  and 
prayerful  consideration,  and  to  endeavor  to  discover  the  causes  of  fail- 
ure, and  as  far  as  we  are  able,  "['ply  the  remedy. 

While  the  causes  of  failure  are  numerous,  we  will  mention  only  two, 
which  seems  to  us  the  most  prominent: 

First,  The  want  of  energy  and  perseverance,  without  which  no  enter- 
prise can  succeed. 

Second,  The  want  of  information  as  to  the  best  methods  of  management 
and  instruction. 

The  forVner  is  left  to  the  churches  to  supply,  as  best  they  can.  Wo 
believe,  however,  that  men,  prossessing  these  qualities  to  a  greater  or 
less  degree,  will  be  raised  up  in  every  church,  in  answer  to  faithful  and 
earnest  prayer.  The  latter  may  be  secured  by  the  study  of  our  Sunday 
School  Literature,  and  especially  of  Sunday  School  periodcals. 

We  do  most  heartily  recommend  Pastors, Superintendents  and  Teach- 
ers to  subscribe  to  some  of  the  valuable  Sunday  School  teachers'  papers 
published  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  There  are  few  instrumen- 
talities more  potOOt  in  stimulating  the  zeal,  warming  the  hearts,  and  in- 
forming the  mindd  of  Sunday  School  teachers. 

Your  Committee  also  believe  that  if  more  attention  were  given  to 
this  matter  by  the  Associations,  the  number  and  efficiency  of  the  schools 
would  be  greatly  increased.  We  recommend  that  the  Associations 
request  the  churches  to  send  always,  in  their  annual  letters,  reports  of 
Sunday  Schools. 

Without  saying  more,  your  Committee  ask  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolutions: 

Wiikueas,  in  order  to  prosecute  the  Sunday  School  work  more  effi- 
ciently, it  is  necessary  to  collect  full  and  accurate  information  in  regard 
to  the  work — Therefore,  be  it 

Jtesolved,  1.  That  brethren  II.  C.  Townsend,  A.  Jay,  G.  F.  Williams, 
T.  C.  Hoykin,  II.  T.  Spalding  and  C.  Manly,  be  appointed  a  Committee 
on  Statistics,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  gather  all  the  information  they 
can,  in  regard  to  Sunday  Schools  in  the  bounds  of  the  Convention,  and 
•who  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  causo  of  Sabbath  Schools  in  any  way 
they  may  be  able,  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  this  body. 

Jiesolved,  2.  Thut  $25  be  appopriated,  by  the  Convention,  for  this 
purpose. 

Jiesolved,  3.  That  a  portion  of  the  time  of  each  annual  session  of  the 
Convention  should  be  set  apart  for  the  consideration  of  the  Sabbath 
School  work.

1.  That  the  Contention  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Buitable 
Agent  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  That  the  expediency  of  an  earnest  effort  to  secure  a  further  endow- 
ment of  the  Institution  of  not  less  than  $50,000,  is  manifest. 

3.  That  the  plan  for  securing  the  proposed  endowment,  and  the  salary 
of  the  Agent,  be  determined  by  the  Board  making  the  appointment.

'Hie  Convention  met  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  brother  Brewer. 

45.  The  Report  on  Foreign  Missions,  and  a  letter  from  brother  J.  B. 
Taylor,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  were  read  by  brother  Renfroe,  and  the- 
letter  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  Report.  Brother  A.  D.  Phillips 
then  gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  labors  in  Africa,  after  which  a 
Collection  for  Foreign  Missions  was  mado,  amounting  to  1141.05,  in 
OSftD,  and  $.'17,  on  subscription.  The  Report  was  then  adoptod,  as  fol- 
lows : 

REPOKT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  great  missionary  work  of  the  Churches  of  our  Lord  is  one  work. 
The  homo  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  blessed  Christ,  are  one.  The 
Messiah  is  mid?  head,  over  all  things,  to  His  Church.  The  field  is  the 
world,  and  lie  has  commanded  His  people  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature  in  all  the  world.  The  same  commands  which  order  and  au- 
thorize us  to  preach  to  our  Churches  and  the  domestic  field,  require  that 
we  should  sound  out  the  word  of  the  Lord  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
"  For  so  the  Lord  hath  commanded  us,  saying,  I  have  set  thee  to  be  a 
light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  shouldst  bo  for  salvation  unto  the  ends  of 
the  earth." 

What  a  wonderful  work — what  a  glorious  enterprise— what  an  exdted 
honor  and  distinction  is  this  ;  «  that  thou  shouldst  be  for  salvation  unto 
the  ends  of  the  earth!"  Now,  brethren, 

"  Bhnll  we,  whote  souls  are  limited 
With  wisdom  from  on  high; 
»  Shall  we,  to  mm  benighted, 

The  lamp  of  life  deny  ?" 

It  has  sometimes  been  assumed  that  Foreign  Missions  have  proved  a 
failure.  This  is,  perhaps,  now  the  most  injurious  objection  that  is 
uiged  against  this  work  of  faith.  Suppose  it  were  true  that,  up 
to  this  date,  the  great  missionary  enterprise  had  been  attended  with  no 
t»ucce«s;  still  it  would  be  our  duty  to  obey  our  Redeemer,  and  carry 
the  Gospel  of  peace  t<>  every  people  under  heaven.  But  missions  have 
not  been  a  failure*     They  have,  in  many  instances,  been  a  great  success. 

Eighty-one  year*  h^.  Carey  l»-It  called  from  his  cobbler's  bench  to  be 
a  missionary  to  the  heathen.  That  was  the  beginning  of  the  modern 
missionary  movement.  Now,  there  arc  among  Baptists  and  Protectants 
42  societies,  with  1.800  missionaries  engaged  in  giving  the  Gospel  to 
th"  heathen.  Where;  Carey  and  Judson  planted  the  eross,  there  are 
now  thousands  of  Christians,  and  of  these  not  less  than  15,000  are  Bap- 
tists.  And  in  other  placed  there  are  numbers  of  Baptists,  sufficient  to 
amount,  in  all,  to  40,000  *oUls.  Not  to  particularize  further,  we  may 
safely  say,  that  many  j-laees-  vast  districts  of  the  earth,  which  were,  but 
a  few  years  a<jo,  wholly  ignorant  of  Jesus  and  the  true  God— are  now 
largely  influenced  by  Christianity,  as  a  result  of  Christian  missions! 
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The  missionary  labors  of  our  own  Foreign  Board  hr»vo  not  boon  a 
failure,  while  the  success  of  these  missions  has  not  been  what  we  have 
desired;  aud  is  not  this  true  of  nil  our  enterprises]  Yet,  amid  their 
many  trials  and  privations  and  arduous  labors,  cur  faithful  missionaries, 
in  heathen  lands,  have  had  much  to  encourage  them.  They  have  seen 
many  rejoice  in  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ;  they  have  organised  quite  a 
goodly  number' of  Churches,  and  almost  every  letter  which  is  received 
from  them  by  the  Board,  brings  the  glad  news  of  additional  conversion! 
and  baptisms  in  China  and  Africa.  The  supposition  that  Foreign  Mis- 
sions have  not  been  attended  with  a  good  measure  of  success,  finds  its 
being  in  a  want  of  information  on  the  subject. 

The  Foreign  Board  now  find  it  necessary  to  reinforce  their  foreign 
missionaries.  They  need  men,  and  they  need  money.  This  is  our  own 
Board,  and  our  own  work  in  common  with  our  whole  Southern  Zion,  and 
it  h  important  that  our  duties  to  this  Board  be  promptly  discharged. 

And  for  all  needed  information  in  regard  to  our  Foreign  Mission 
work,  we  recommend  that  our  brethren  circulate  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Journal,  the  organ  of  our  Mission  Boards,  published  at  Richmond,  Ya.

Dear  Brbthkbm  :  Knowing  that  you  are  united  in  the  great  prin- 
ciple of  showing  forth  the  Divine  glory,  in  the  spread  of  the  precious 
Gospel,  I  venture  to  request  that  you  will,  in  your  consultations,  give 
special  prominence  to  the  interests ol  your  Foreign  Mission  Board.  To 
this  Board  has  been  committed,  by  Southern  Baptists,  the  work  of  sound- 
ing out  the  word  of  the  Lord  in  heathen  lands,  it  is  in  the  power  of 
our  Churches,  both  in  respect  to  men,  and  the  means  of  sustaining  them, 
to  send  scores  of  well  qualified  proelaimers  o(  the  Gospel  among  the  per- 
ishing of  the  earth.  The  Board  have  done  all  ihcv  could,  and  they  re- 
joice to  know  that  their  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  But  the  time 
has  come  when  the  Providence  of  God  demands  n  large  reinforcement 
of  their  missions.  Not  to  advance  will  be  to  retrograde  in  thoir  work. 
Shall  this  be  permitted  ;  and  at  a  time  when  wide  doors  are  opening  for 
the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  among  millions  of  idolaters]  It  must 
not  be.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  have  ev<  ry  Church  and  every 
Church  member  interested  in  this  work.  An  average  of  one  cent  a  wrek 
for  every  one  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  within  the  limits  of  your  body, 
would  aggregate  a  sufficient  sum  tu  sustain  a  mission  station  among  the 
heathen.  And  how  easily  this  could  be  done,  if  all  hearts  were  n  fleeted 
by  the  condition  of  a  lost  world,  and  constrained  by  the  love  of  Christ. 

Will  you  not,  dear  brethren,  arrange  to  bring  about,  if  possible,  this  re- 
sult] The  apostolic  order  to  every  one,  "to  lay  by  him  in  store,  on  the  first 
day  of  iho  week,  as  God  has  prospered  him,"  ought  to  be  honestly  and 
earnestly  regarded.  Cannot  some  method  be  adopted  of  securing  small 
but  frequent  contributions  from  the  member*  of  the  Churches]

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

The  data  from  which  to  form  .an  opinion  on  tho  subject  submitted  to 
us,  ore  the  accounts  frequently  published  in  our  papers  of  coldness  or 
prosperity,  in  particular  localities  and  individual  Churches;  the  state- 
ments made  by  brethren  of  the  Convention,  and  our  personal  knowledge 
in  our  own  immediate  localities.  From  the  facts  and  knowledge  thus 
obtained,  wo  rejoice  in  the  belief  that  our  Churches  are  in  a  better  con- 
dition than  they  have  been  for  the  last  few  years.  It  is,  however,  true, 
that  in  many  sections  of  the  State  there  is  great  destitution.  Churches, 
once  a  power  in  the  land,  have  been  dissolved,  their  light  has  been  ex- 
tinguished, and  many  have  no  living  ministers  to  break  to  them  tho 
bread  of  life,  and  invite  erring  mortals  to  J»csus,  the  Lamb  of  God.  It 
saddens  our  hearts  that  we  are  compelled  to  make  such  admissions,  but  our 
pulse  beats  with  a  quicker  and  prouder  tone  as  we  gaze  upon  another  fu- 
ture. In  a  large  portion  of  this,  our  much  loved  land,  our  brethren  have 
been  revived,  Churches  are  putting  on  their  strength,  are  locating  minis- 
ters in  their  midst,  and  marshoHing  their  forces  for  a  firm,  regular  and  per- 
sistent rencounter  with  the  powers  of  darkness.     We  sincerely  hope, 
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and  confidently  believe,  that,  in  a  short  time,  wo  shall  have  regained  all 
that  has  boon  lost. 

It  is  true,  that  some  of  our  wisest  and  best  men  have  passed  awny, 
but  God  will  raise  up  others  to  unfurl  tho  banner  of  Jesus,  and  leud 
His  hosts  onward  to  victory.  If  our  brethren  could  be  induced  to  for. 
get  the  things  that  are  behind,  then  would  they  press  forward  to  thoso 
that  are  in  tho  future.     Let  us  hope  and  pray.

CONSTITUTION. 

Aktici.k  1.  This  body  shall  bo  known  by  the  ninne  of  "The  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  Alabama;"  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates 
from  I ? jt | >t i •- 1  Associations  and  Churches,  and  from  Missionary  or  other 
Benevolent  Societies  j  provided  that  such  delegates  shall  be  members 
of  Baptist  Churches,  in  good  standing. 

Akt.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  First 
and  Second  Nice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer, 
together  with  s  Hoard  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter  namod,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  .successors  are  elected. 

Aht.  .'{.  The  President,  or  in  ca«e  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice 
Presidents,  in  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  deliberations  of  the  Con 
vention,  and  discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  executive 
officer  of  deliberative  bodies. 

Akt.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention,  and  soon  after  the  risinir  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
body,  shall  attend  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes  of  the 
same,  of  which  he  shall  preserve  a' file  — which  file  shall  constitute  the 
authentic  record  of  the  Convention.  He  shall  also  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  body.  For  his  services  he  may  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation. 

Art.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Conven- 
tion, und  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  this  body,  or  of  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention;  and  bo  shall 
make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  be 
audited  and  published  with  the  minutes. 

Art.  (I.  The  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
with  nine  other  brethren,  shall  compose  the  Hoard  of  Directors,  five  of 
whom  shall  form  a  quorum  authorized  to  transact  any  business  of  tho 
Convention  during  the  recess  thereof,  and  shall  report  their  proceedings 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Akt.  7.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Hoard  whenever  the  exigency  of  circumstances  may,  in  his  judgment, 
require  the  same. 

Art.  8.  The  business  of  this  Convention  shall  be,  to  encourage  and 
promote,  by  all  proper  means,  the  following  objects,  viz:  Foreign, 
Domestic  and  Indian  Missions;  Bihle  Translation  and  Distribution  J 
The  Publication  and  Distril  ution  of  Religious  Hooks,  Tracts  and  Periodi- 
cals; Sunday  Schools;  The  Education  of  the  Youth  of  the  country,  and 
especially  that  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  ;  and  all  other  objects  sanc- 
tioned in  the  Gospel;  ProoioW,  that  Mich  persons  only  as  are  in  indi- 
gent circumstances,  shall  be  received  as  beneficiaries  of  the  institutions 
of  learning  under  the  patronage  of  the  Convention;  Prooide'l  further, 
that  all  applicants  for  aid  shall  undergo  an  examination  as  to  their  hope 
in  Christ  and  call  to  the  Ministry,  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  a  Com- 
mittee, appointed  by  the  sume,  before  they  are  accepted  as  beneficiaries. 

Art.  \K  The  Convention  shall  have  the  supreme  control  of  nnv  Lit- 
erary or  Theological  Institution,  which   has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be 
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originated  in  this  body  ;  and  it  shall  choose  for  such  Institution  n  Board 
of  twenty-four  Trustees,  to  serve  tor  six  years  ;  of  whom  one  third  shall 
go  out  of  office  biennially,  seven  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum,  autho- 
rised to  transact  business;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall, on  all  occasions, 
be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Convention,  i.nd  make  an  annual  report 
to  this  body  on  the  state  of  such  Institution. 

Art.  10.  The  Convention  may  receive  funds  from  all  such  persons 
as  may  be  disposed  to  aid  in  any  of  the  benevolent  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  eighth  article,  and  it  shall  faithfully  apply  funds  contributed,  to 
the  objects  which  may  be  designated  by  the  donors — a  portion,  however, 
beinfj  taken  prorata  from  the  same  for  contingent  expensed,  in  the  event 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  general  fund  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  make  collections,  obtain  subscriptions  fron:  societies,  solicit  Churches 
and  Associations  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  and  to  further  all  the 
objects  of  this  body. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  send  delegates  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  any  other  assembly  with  which,  in 
its  wisdom,  it  may  wish  t<>  communicate. 

Art.  13.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

Art.  14.  Any  Church,  Association  01  Society,  as  prescribed  in  the 
first  article,  contributing  any  sum,  through  the  Convention,  to  one  or 
more  of  the  objects  specified  in  the.  eighth  article,  may  be  represented 
in  this  body,  as  follows:  Each  Association  may  have  ten  delegates,  and 
each  Church  or  Benevolent  Society,  five. 

Art.  If).  Any  individual  member  of  a  Baptist  Church,  in  pood  stand- 
ing, may  be  voted  a  life  member,  by  the  contribution  of  $100,  at  one 
time,  to  any  of  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  The  Convention  may,  at 
its  pleasure,  vote  any  brother  a  life  member,  in  consideration  of  long 
and  eminent  services. 

Art.  10.  The  funds  of  this  Convention  shall  consist  of  voluntary  con 
tributions  or  donations,  and  not  otherwise. 

Art.  17.  The  Convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  authority 
over  any  Church  or  Association,  hereby  acknowledging  that  every 
Church  is  independent,  and,  within  its  own  spere,  is  accountable  to  no 
body  of  men  on  earth. 

Art.  18.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended,  by  the 
concurrence  of  three  fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, but  not  so  as  to  infringe  the  17th  article. 

Art.  19.  All  amendments  or  alterations  of  this  Constitution  shall  be 
proposed  at  one  session,  and  acted  upon  at  the  uext.
